Lords and Commons for Reformation of the Univerſity of Oxos, « 
andrthat from henceforth, all Tenants and ſuch others as are to pay 

any money or other duties to any Colledge in the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford, ſhall pay theſamerothe Heads of Houſes appointed by autho. 

rity of ParliamentSeſpeRtively , or to thoſe whom they ſhall ap- 
pointto receivethe ſame, and to no other. It is Ordered, that the 
Committee itting at Haberdaſhers Hall for advanceiof moneys, be 
aſciſting to the ſaid Heads of Houſes placed by authority of Parlia- 

ment inthe ſeverall Colledges and Halls inthe ſaid Univerſity of 
Oxford, forthe putting that Ordinance and every clauſe thereof in 
execution and for the procuring effeuall payment to be made of 

the ſaid Rents and duties accordingly.
